Who Writes History? © 


(COMPLAINTS FROM PARENTS 
of children attending the 
United, Nations school in New York 
City emphasize one of the problems 
of creating suitable textbooks for 
a world whose nations have to learn 
to live with one another. The texts 
drawing chief censure at .the UN 
school are largely associated with 
history. An examination of them 
has disclosed that most are either 
American-centred or Eurocentric in 
outlook. And at the United Nations 
are people not convinced that his- 
tory through the eyes of an Ameri- 
can or a European is necessarily 
beyond reproach. 
The controversy arising at the 
UN is not new. On many occasions 
various nations have taken, excep- 


“tion to the interpretation by others 


of the history surrounding their own 
country. Many of the so-called fac- 


i 


tual books printed about the First 
World War and written by victors 
among the allies proved markedly 
‘different in their i gear of 
events from those’ written by Ger 
yaans,-for example. 


The ideal would be a history 
valid to any reader in any country, 
untouched by national bias. The 
World Confederation of Organiza- 
tions of the Teaching Profession is 
campaigning for such publications 
now. The idea is excellent — and as 
likely of attainment as Utopia. Still, 
if the effort results in something 
less chatvinistic than many nation- 
ally-written histories,..some ground 
will have been gained. 


We are told frequently of the 
values humanity learns from its 
study of the past — of history.

Efforts to agree on preconditions for

To Break Deadlock

Jet Exhausts Threaten 
To Alter Our Climate 


Rockets, spewing out ex- 
hausts;—are—launching-—-men 
and instrumented laboratories 
out to explore space. Inevit- 
ably, many more will soar up. 

And the future promises 
fleets of supersonic trans- 
port—SST — airplanes, flying 
so high and fast they shrink 
the world in time for their 
passengers, also releasing 
clouds of exhaust particles at 
extremely high altitudes. 

A consequent cost from both 
might be: 

@ The partial drowning of 
New York, London, Tokyo, 
and.other cities and land on 
lowlying coastal areas around 
the world because the 
earth’s climate warms up and 
all the ice caps melt. 

@ Or the freezing grip of 
a new Ice Age creeping over 
the’ world because. the 
earth's climate cools down. 

Serious scientists are specu- 
Jating and making calculations 
about both possibilities that 
might result from long-linger- 
ing exhaust particles thrust 
up into the high, thin atmos- 
phere, 


Taking New Look 


They are not predicting that 
either of these man-caused 
disasters will happen. 
Remedial steps could. be 
taken if they threatened. 

The great significance of 
their concern is that now — 
after past bitter experiences 
— men are taking a new kind 
of prudent and protective look 
at the earth’s environment, 
before the act, rather than 
after, 

The scientists have reason 
to believe that a relatively 
small concentration of gaseous 

solid. particles, only 
andths of an-inch in size; 
alter the earth's 


could 
climate. 

If they were mostly of one 
given size, they would reflect 
more of the sun's incoming 
heat back into space, while 
allowing. more of the earth's 
heat, the earth is always 
radiating heat outward, to 
escape into space. Result: A 
cooling of the earth, and in 
time a new Ice Age. 

If-of a different size, the 
particle umbrella would allow 
more of the sun's heat to

They are using computers to 
help check the theories. 

They do agree that there 
would be no danger except 
through a combination of 
exhaust particles from- both 
space-age rockets, and many 
SST or supersonic jet flights. 

The assurance is that if a 
potential threat began occur- 
ring, and could be recognized, 
the rocket of jet flights could 
be limited in numbers until 
some of the particles fell to 
the ground, 

Among: atmospheric scien- 
tists, there is increasing 
awareness that small’ altera- 
tions affecting the intricate 
mechanisms controlling 
climate and weather might 
lead to great and perhaps un- 
desirable effects. 

Daily, for example, hun- 
dreds of jet planes criss-cross 
the U.S,or--great- parts of it, 
often leaving fluffy contrails 
of water vapor, man-made 
clouds, as signature of their 
Passage. 

Some contrails soon dissi- 
pate, Others turn into or are 
soon “followed. by high cirrus 
clouds that can and do 
influence the earth's heat 
balance with the sun. 

Dr. Walter Orr Roberts, 
director of the — National 
Centre for Atmospheric Re- 
search in Boulder, Colo., is 
one who wonders whether 


these man-made clouds may 
set—off—changes—in__local _or 
distant weather. 
Depending on circum- 
stances, the cirrus clouds 
might warm or cool the earth 


‘below by one to a few 
degrees, 
Natural cirrus clouds 


apparently can deflect the jet 
stream at times, which can 
vastly affect weather else- 
where. Might, he wonders, 
cirrus clouds born of contrails 
form at critical times to do 
the same thing? Dr. Roberts 
and others think the possibil- 
ity merits investigation. 

The sun pours fourth enough 
ultraviolet light to be murder- 
ous to human life. But much 
of it is blocked by ozone in the 
atmosphere. The vertical dis- 
tribution of ozone varies by 
day and season, latitude and 
longitude. But at times the 
maximum layer is at altitude 
of 70,000 to 80,000 feet. 


Throw Out Carbon 


In a few years, supersonic 
jets will be flying at this 
altitude, Dr. Walter D. 
Kombhyr of-the Environmental 
Science Services Admistration 
— ESSA — in Boulder points 
out. Their exhausts throw out 
carbon, which is an efficient 
catalyst or agent to destroy 
ozone. 

“This could become a real 
problem when there are many 
such flights,” Dr. Komhyr 
says. Jets might destroy 
enough ozone to permit a 
harmful increase in ultraviolet 
light reaching earth, or cause 
other effects. 

ESSA and other organiza- 
tions, therefore, are seeking 
“benchmark” measurements 
of normal levels and fluctu- 
ations of ozone..These could 
serve as a warning system if 
human. activities began to 
produce adverse effects, Dr. 
Kemhyr explains. 

Natural mechanisms 
determine weather 
climate are intricate and 
complex, but vigorous  re- 
search is beginning to unravel 
some mysteries. Much of the 
knowledge still_is speculative, 
Dr. Roberts says, but in time 
the human effects on weather 
and the natural mechanisms 
will become clear.

ture.” 

Perhaps the most extra- 
ordinary thing is the way they 
have stuck together. They live 
lives of intimate familiarity, 
as friends and musicians, and 
are just as much on the same 
wavelength as they were when 
they were kids together in 
Liverpool. 

When they are all in 
London, which is most of the 
time, they live in a kind of 
insulated cocoon, with little 
regimen, no demand for regu- 
lar hours, and sometimes no 
contact with the outside world 
for days on end. 

They call in at each other’s 
houses at all hours, —un- 
heralded. They may be dis- 
cussing a film at three in the 
morning, listening to records 
at six, and having breakfast . 
at tea-time. John Lennon’s 
query on the telephone, ‘What 
day_is it?” was a serious one. 


Recording Studio 
Hired by the Week 


When they need a recording 
studio, they hire one by the 
week, so that they can work 
there for as many hours as 


they want whenever they 
want. 
They have many friends, 


mostly in the pop world, but 
they still seem much closer to 
each other than to anyone 
else. 

One man who moves in 
their circle said, ‘“You can be 
very friendly with one of the 
Beatles, but there comes a 
moment when other Beatles 
come in, and suddenly you 
feel like an outsider. You see 
that even with very good 
friends of theirs, like Mick 
Jagger.” 

Katherine Whitehorn, a 
British newspaper columnist 
who knows the boys, was. 
asked jocularly once how she 
would like to be married to a 
Beatle. “I shouldn't think,” 
she said, “that you can be 
married to one Beatle. It 
would be like being married 
to a football team.” 

Even going out in the 
evening, they tend to stick 
together. They go to parties 
sometimes, mostly given by 
showbiz folk, and to the 
theatre -and movies, They 
used to go nightclubbing a lot. 
These days they are some- 
times at the Speakeasy, a 
smart discotheque with a 
young, with-it crowd, rarety 
anywhere else. 


Three Have Homes 


In ‘Stockbroker Belt’ 


The three married Beatles 
live in the stretch of wealthy 
South London suburbia known 
as the stockbroker belt. John 
and Cynthia and their son, 
John Julian, live in a Tudor- 
style mansion with a swim- 
ming ‘pool on top of a small 
hill. 

Ringo lives at the bottom of 
it in a 15-room white stucco 
house called Sunny Heights, 
with his wife, Maureen, and 
their two children, Zak and 
Jason. 

George, three years younger 
than the others at 24, and his 
wife, Patti, live a couple of 
miles away in a large white 
bungalow with a popart 
splash of paint along one side, 
which has annoyed some of 
the more’ conservative-minded 
neighbors. . 

Paul McCartney; the hand- 
somest of the four with his 
boyish good looks, is also the 
only unmarried one. But he 
could hardly ‘be going steadier 
with his ‘girl friend, Jang 
Asher, a blonde, 21-year-ol 
actress. He lives in a high- 
walled house with subdued, 
modern furnishings, in the St: 
John’s Wood district of 
London, 

For a while, they competed 
in snazzy cars, then the other 
three conceded Victory to 
John, who has 4 Rolls Royce 
with built-in folding bed, writ- 
ing desk, refrigerator and 
telephone. 

John. has just shipped this 
car to America, in. case he 
wants to go there on vacation 
later this year. He has two 
others in England, of course. 

If it is remarkable that they. 
have stayed together, it is 
even more remarkable that 
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they have done so while 
moving forward at a rapid

Hearts Band’ up at Oxford 
with me, afd we play it a 
lot.” 

As their: popularity at Ox- 
ford and Harvard soars, the 
Beatlemania of the sub 
adolescents diminishes slight- 
ly. The British Beatles Fan 
Club membership still stands 
at 40,000, the American at 
20,000. 

But the members are less 
active and are writing fewer 
fan letters, and the youngsters 
are not joining at the rate 
that they once did. 

This does not mean that 
their music is losing its mass 
appeal. “Sergeant Pepper’’ 
broke all records for an LP 
by selling 2,500,000 copies in 
América, and sold more than 
a million in its first eight days 
after release. 

One reason for the decline 
in Beatlemania is that they no 
longer do stage appearances, 
and it-was--these that gave 
Beatlemania its principal out- 
let for expression. They don’t 
need the money, and they can 
do without the hysterical 
adulation that smothers the 
music. 

In any case, to do a stage 
show, they would have to 
retrogress to their songs of a 
few years ago. The songs they 
do today cannot be done on a 
stage. 

As George Martin, their 
musical arranger, says: 
“Anything that can be done 
with three guitars and a drum 
they passed two years back, 
with their album ‘Revolver’.” 

Now their records are 
studded with the kind of 
effects that can be produced 
only in a studio. For ‘‘Revol- 
ver,” they used tape recor- 
ders as additional instru- 
ments: sometimes, a Beatle is 
singing with two voices, be- 
cause he sings alongside a 
tape of himself singing. 


41-Piece Orchestra 
For Sergeant Pepper 


There are sound effects on 
tape, music played back- 
wards, animal noises, hoots of 
laughter. 

For “A Day in the Life,” 
one of the “Sergeant Pepper” 
tracks, they used a 41-piece 
orchestra in one part, playing 
music that had already been 
scored from a tune by Paul. 
In “For No One,” there is a 
haunting descent on a French 
horn, also composed by Paul. 

They work hard at their 
experiments with sounds, 
sometimes driving sound en- 
gineers harder still as they 
try to stretch the limits of 
their equipment. 

They want to branch out 
into film-making. As usual, 
they are on the same wave- 
length as most of 
generation. 

Films are_ the 
medium both among those 
who create and: those who 
enjoy. 

For every young man who 
used to dream of writing the 
Great Novel, there is now one 
who dreams of setting out 
with a hand-held camera and 
making the Film of the 
Decade. 

The Beatles played them- 
selves in two films, ‘‘A Hard 
Day’s Night” and “Help!” 
both with Richard Lester, the 
high-domed expatriate Ameri- 
can director who digs their 
style, John Lennon did & solo 
part in another of Lester's, 
films, the bitter spoof of 
World War ‘Two heroism 
called “How I Won the War.” 


Want to Make Films' 


On Their Own Now 


They want to go into film- 
making on their own now. 
They like Lester enormously, 
but think théy have learned 
all they can from him. 

They took their first fling at 
it with an hour-long television 
show that they made with 
their own money, some 
$100,000 of it. It is called “The 
Magical Mystery Tour.” 

Paul got the idea in Denver, 
Colorado, of all places, when 
he was visiting Jane Asher 
there for her 2st birthday 
party. She was* touring with 
the Old Vic Theatre Company.

From Casting Agency 


It was autumn before they 
found time to do it. They 
filled their. bus’ with people 
they chose from a casting 
directory, including Nat Jack- 
levy, a rubber-necked vaude- 
ville comic, and a seven-year- 
old girl, and set off into the 
countryside. 

There never was a film 
made like this before. The 
boys took turns directing the 
scenes, not even bothering to 
tell the others what they had 
filmed. 

They ignored the camera- 
men’s protestations about 
what could and could: not be 


done in a moving bus without 
special lighting. 

Occasionally they stopped 
for half a day to do a 
surrealistic scene with no 
connection with anything else, 
like one in which they all 
dressed up as magicians and 
stirred cauldrons, another in 
which they tangled with an 
army recruiting sergeant. 

They edited it themselves, 
cutting 10 hours of film down 
to.one hour, 


The result was what you 
would expect. The film was 
shown on Christmas weekend 
by the state-owned British 
Broadcasting Corporation, and 
it flopped. 

As Paul McCartney recalls 
the morning after: ‘““My dad 
walked into the bedroom with 
the morning papers looking 
like the Ghost ot Christmas 
Past.”" 

It did not flop like a TV 
show flops. It was talked 
about on a par with the 
failure of a moon rocket, or a 
foreign policy. 


The newspapers headlined 


their thumbs-down reviews; 
the BBC as a public ccrpora- 
tion was denounced for spend- 
ing money on it. The film was 
discussed in television. as a 
national issue, 


‘Draggy People’ 
Expected a Plot 


Paul McCartney allowed’ as 
how they might have used a 
bit of story, since people were 
draggy enough to expect one. 

The criticism did not do the 
film any harm. It is being 
sold all over the world, and is 
likely to clear $2 million. All 
three American TV networks 
put in bids for it. 

It also did not diminish any 
of the Beatles’ ardor for film- 
making. Said one close friend? 
“They've learned something 
from their mistakes, Now 
they it to stretch their 
muscles some more."

Lab and Workshop 


A physics teacher and a shop 
instructor:: at Belmont _ high 


|school are working’as a team in 


a practical new approach to 
voctional training. 


Heart of the new Grade 12 
industrial science course at the 
school is a combination labora- 
tory and workshop which stu- 
dents moved into Monday. 

This is where physics 
teacher Ray Leung will present 
the basic material of his subject 
to about 34 students. 


It is also where shop teacher 
Albert Piggott will show how 
this textbook knowledge can be 
used in the world of industry 
most of the students will soon 
enter. 

The theory-to-practice teach- 
ing technique is designed to give 
the student useful training and 
flexibility when he enters busi-) 
ness, explains Mr. Piggott. 

Instruction includes work with 
materials and machines, experi- 
ence with applied heat and 
there are electrical and chem- 
istry options. 

“T don’t think there are. any 
areas that aren’t investigated in 
this course," says the shop 
teacher. ‘“‘We are trying to 
maké this suit the needs of 
industry.” 

Teachers in area schools have 
been developing material for the 
industrial science course over 
the past two.years. But Belmont 
probably has the jump on the 
field because it is thought to 
have the only laboratory work- 
shop geared specifically to the 
job. . 

Some courses in'the past have 
not been of much practical 
value to vocational students, 
notes Mr. Piggott. So the 
science and physics courses 
have been drastically revamped 
for the industrial science course 
with this in mind.

Schools Launch Counter-Attack on Drugs 


Both teachers and students 
in Greater Victoria high 
schools are going to get the 
word on drugs. : 

For students, it will be a 
crash education program on 
how drugs such as marijuana 
and heroin can hurt them. 

And for the teachers, it will 
be a lesson on the symptoms 
drug users display when 
under the influence. 


Trustees decided on these 
immediate steps at their 
meeting Monday night follow- 
ing~ a Vancouver newspaper 
story*over the weekend sug- 
gesting there were numerous 
drug users and ‘‘pushers”’ in 
two Victoria high schools. 

- The sudden surge of con- 
cern developed« this - way, 


explained board chairman 
Peter Bunn. ' 

Trustee John Porteous 
attended a meeting Jan. 31 of 
a group interested in youth 
and education. A prime mover 
of the group, said Mr.- Bunn, 
is Victoria psychiatrist 
Charles Gregory. 

As a result of a discussion 
on drugs in schools at the 
meeting Mr. Porteous ex- 
pressed concern to the board 
chairman who suggested a 
committee look into the sub- 
ject and produce’ a plan of 
action for the board. 

Mr. Porteous, a former 
board chairman, said Monday 
night he had asked a number 
of parents if their school 
children know drugs are in 
the. schools. 

“Every one has said yes.” 


Mr. Bunn said he had asked 
the same question of parents 
but got different answers. 

It was always a case of a 
youngster knowing a friend 
who had heard from someone 
that their friend used drugs, 
he said. 

The drug fuss so far is 
“extremely vague,” said 
trustee Dr. Carron Jameson. 

“I would hope that 99 per 
cent of it is “hearsay and 
conjecture.”

Station 
Requests 
Power Hike 


Radio Station CKDA has re- 
applied to the Board of Broad- 
cast Governors for a power in- 
crease to 50,000 watts. 

Keith -MacKenzie, station 
manager, said Monday the re- 


quest should come before the 
board in April. 

A similar application made by 
CKDA last summer was turned 
down. * 

The new proposal, which 
would, increase the. station’s 
power from its present’ 10,000 
watts, is based on recent pro- 
gramming changes and engi- 
neering studies. 

The station is currently li- 
censed to build. and operate at 
25,000 watts power, but has de- 
cided that it is “not feasible or 
ecohomical to build at that...” 
Mr. MacKenzie said. 

“The 25,000 would not give us 
much more than we have." 

Engineering studies have 
shown it would be more prac- 
tical to set up at 50,000 watts, 
the maximum allowed AM ra- 
dio stations in Canada. If the 
request is approved, the sta- 
tion will begin work right away 
on new transmitting facilities, 
Mr. MacKenzie said. 

Another Victoria radio station, 
CFAX, also has a request for 
a sending power increase before 
the board. They have asked for 
approval of an increase from 
1,000 to 10,000 watts. 


Little Damage 
Cause to Fish 
By Tanker Wreck 


LONDON (AP)—The wreck of 
the giant oil tanker Torrey Can- 
yon last April caused compara- 
tively little damage to Britain's 
fishing industry, the minister of 
agriculture said Monday. 

The U.S.-owned supertanker 
went aground on a reef off Eng- 
land's southwest tip and spilled 
some 35,000,000 gallons of crude 
oil into the sea. Detergents used 
to dissipate the oil caused more 
damage to tidal marine life 
than the oil did, but fishing
